Democrats Enthusiastic and Confi- 
dent. 

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 2H. -The dem- 
ocracy of Louisville is waging an ag- 
gressive fight— snd that too against 
great odds; however, the old party is 
confident of victory, and the rads are 
now on the defensive. 

The supplemental registration haa 
added some 200 majority for the Dem- 
ocrats, making their grand total major- 
ity over the republicans of over 5,300. 
Of course, there is the Independent 
registration of some 10,000 votes, but 
why are not the democrats entitled to 
aa many supporters from their ranks as 
the republicans? Then a large part of 
those who registered aa Independents 
will divide their votes among the So- 
cialist, Socialist Labor, Prohibition and 
Independence tickets. 

The various democratic clubs and or- 
ganizations will hold meetings and ral- 
lies over the city every night until the 
election The laboring men identified 
with labor organizations are preparing 
for a monstrous rally and street parade 
to be held Saturday night. There Zwill 
be several good speakers on hand — no 
licking of oratory. 

Louisville democrats are making the 
fight of their lives to carry the city and 
county (Jefferson) which compose the 
Fifth Congressional district, for Bryan 
and Kern ami for Sherley for Congress. 
Mr. Sherley is now serving his third 
term in Congress. He is a young man, 
learned and popular; has made an ideal 
representative, and it is predicted that 
he will lead the the ticket several hun- 
dred votea. The party managers and 
workers, as well as the rank and file, 
are working just as faithfully for the 
National ticket. 

We have a united democracy in Louis- 
ville, and it larks not for enthusiasm, 
however we have a strongly entrenched 
enemy with lota of boodle to combat. 
The G. O. P. is in control of the city 
and county government— in fact all the 
political machinery of city and county 
is in their hands, including the police 
and fire departments. Despite this the 
democrats are confident of victory. 

If the democrats out in the State will 
only do their part there will be nodoubt 
of the position "Old Kaintuck” will 
take in the battle of Tuesday next.

NEWS NOTES. 

President Roosevelt was 50 years old 
Tuesday. 

The two youngest children of A. D. 
Irvine, of Green county, were burned 
to death when the home was destroyed 
by fire. Mrs. Irvine and the eldest 
child narrowly escaped. 

Little Elsie Lehhardt, aged 12, of 
New York, took her own life Clasped 
in her hand was a picture of her dead 
father. She left a note, saying: "Ev- 
erybody ia mean to me." 

The First State Bank of Fallia, in 
Lincoln county, Okla., was robbed of 
$3,500 in currency and gold. George 
Schmake, the bookkeeper was arrested 
on suspicion of knowing something of 
the robbery. 

A quarrel resulting over a woman 
culminated in a fight between John 
Murphy and Thomas Lawson near Hart- 
ranft, Tenn., in which Murphy was kill- 
ed. Hu assailant, though wounded, 
made his escape. 

William Montgomery, former cashier 
of the defunct Aileghaney National 
Bank, which failed some time ago, for 
over 11,000,000, was found guilty of em- 
bezzlement by a jury in the United 
States Court at Pittsburg. 

The citizens of Trenton, Tenn., re- 
ceived a night rider warning in the 
shape of an anonymous left at the door 
ef T. J. Kappel’a home. A special term 
of court has begun its investigation of 
the murder of Capt. Rankin at Union 
City, and the soldiers on duty at Reel- 
foot Lake took 14 additional prisoners 
into custody, bringing the total under 
arrest up to 61. 

About 50 alleged night riders were 
arrested by tho Tennessee State mili- 
tia in the Reeifoot Lake section. 
They are some of the best known 
men of that district. Many of them 
are believed to have knowledge that 
will lead to tlie culprit who murdered 
Capt. Rankin and those who were 
guilty of the assault on Judge Taylor. 
In the event that Gov. Patterson de- 
clares martial law to day, it is said sev- 
eral military hangings may take place

William H. Taft, it is announced, will 
close his campaign at Youngatown, 0., 
next Monday. He will deliver two 
speeches and review a parade of Re- 
publican cluba. 

Justice John P. Elkin, letters to 
whom from John D. Archbold were 
read by William R. Hearst, denied that 
he had ever received money for im- 
proper purposes from Mr. Archbold or 
had tried to influence legislation for; the 
Standard Oil Company. 

John W. Kern, Democratic candidate 
for Vice President, who was compelled 
to cancel his speaking engagements last 
week on account of the illness of his 
son, began a tour of Southern Indiana 
Tuesday, speaking at Greenwood, F rank - 
I'm, Columbus, Seymour and Jefferson- 
ville. 

Members of President Roosevelt’s 
Cabinet will take an active part in the 
week’s campaign. Secretary of State 
Root will speak in Ohio and New York, 
Postmaster General Meyer in Ohio, 
Maryland and New Jersey;] Secretary 
of War Wright in Virginia and Mary- 
land, Secretary of the Navy Metcalf in 
West Virginia, Attorney General Bona- 
parte in New York, Secretary of ]the 
Treasury Cortelyou in New York, and 
Secretary of the Interior Garfield in 
Ohio. 

New York State will be the storm 
center of thAlosing week of thej po- 
litical campaign. Both the Republican 
and Democratic presidential nominees 
will tour the State, and some of the 
ablest speakers at the command of the 
National Committees have been as- 
signed to participate in the battle for 
votea. With the exception of a brief 
speech in New Haven, Conn , Mr. Taft, 
the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent, will spend the entire week within 
the Empire State. Mr. Bryan will de- 
vote four days to New York and on 
Friday will enter Ohio, which, like 
New York, has a place in the doubtful 
column. Indiana, another uncertainty, 
will be toured by Mr. Bryan on] Satur- 
day, the Democratic candidate closing 
the weeks's campaign with a night 
speech in Chicago.
